To  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  Shorcham-by-Sea  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Contlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  19^5 

The  mid-yea,r  Home  Population  was  -18,190  persons,  this  being 
140  more  than  in  1964.  Births  numbered  256  (225  in  1 964)  nnd  deaths 
from  all  causes  202  (l78  in  1964)*  There  Y;as  one  death  of  an  infant 
under  one  year  of  age  (3  in  1964).  Cancer  deaths  totalled  42.  Of  these 
the  number  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  wa.s  19  ns  compared 
with  11  in  1964.  In  this  connection  I  looked  up  the  Annual  Report  of 
the  Medical  Director  of  the  Portsmouth  Mass  Radiography  v/hich  visits 
Shoreham  each  week  and  I  found  that  in  i 965  the  number  of  persons 
in  whom  cancer  of  the  bronchus  v;as  revealed  by  X-Ray  was  11.  This 
gives  a  rate  per  1,000  of  12,39  ton  Shoreham  v/hich  is  the  highest  rate 
out  of  42  tewns.  There  v/ere  51  deaths  from  Coronary  Disease  and 
Angina  compared  v/ith  28  in  1964. 

The  year  1965  v/as  a 'Measles'  year.  There  was  nothing  else 
significant  as  regards  infectious  diseases. 

Tlic  linist-Qr  has  asked  that  the  Report  for  1965  shall  contain 
details  about  food  premises  subject  to  the  Pood  Hygiene  (Cenerad) 
Regulations,  i960  and  I  have  dealt  v/ith  this  on  page  32.  Tlie  inform¬ 
ation  required  relates  to  Regulations  16  and  of  the  above-named 
Regulations.  Regulation  16  requires  that  there  shall  bo  provided  in  all 
food  premises  "suitable  and  sufficient  wash  hand  basins..."  Regulation 
19  requires  that  there  shall  be  provided  in  all  food  premises  "suitable 
and  sufficient  sinks  or  other  facilities  (  not  being  v/ash  hand  basins,..” 
A  v^ry  wide  interpretation  has  bcch  given  to  "suitable  and  sufficient" 
since  these  Regulations  first  came  into  operation  in  1956. 

In  1965  the  first  block  of  flatlets  for  old  persons  was 
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completed  in  1965.  Ttie  site  is  that  of  the  proerty  formerly  knov/n 
as  Normanhurst  v/hich  v;as  redeveloped  to  provide  eight  bedsitting 
room  flatlets  and  a  W(?j:‘den*s  flatlet.  It  is  very  convenient  to  the 
centre  of  the  town,

Shoreham-by-sea  is  on  the  south  coast,  midway  between  Brighton 
and  Worthing .  Flowing  do;-;n  from  Eramber  in  the  Nox-th,  the  Fiver 
Adur  bounds  the  to^jn  on  its  west  siae;  winding  unaer  the  Norfollv 
Bridge,  it  then  floi;s  eastwards  until  it  again  turns  southv/ards  at 
Kingston,  In  this  way,  the  river  cuts  off,  from  Shoreham  town,  the 
shingle  beach  south  of  the  Adur. 

The  to^/n  possesses  t'^'o  main  public  recreation  areas,  namely, 
Buckingham  Park  anc.  the  Adur  Recreation  Ground,  Buckingham  Park 
comprising  approximately  38  acres,  is  situated  at  the  foot  of  the 
Downs  north  of  the  tov/n.  It  is  a  public  park  and  provides  amenities 
for  general  sports  and  recreational  activities.  The  Adur  Rec- 
1‘eation  Ground  is  situated  on  the  west  side  of  the  River  Adur, 
near  the  Norfolk  Bridge.  This  comprises  approximately  23  acres 
on  part  of  which  playing  facilities  are  provided. 

Other  public  open  spaces  for  recreational  purposes  in  the  town 
include  Cooks  land  liiddle  Pwoad  and  the  Krjn  Roc# 

The  town  is  mainly  resiuential.  Industrial  hereditaments 
form  13»1^  of  total  rateable  value  of  all  hereditaments. 

The  District  is  divided  into  six  v/ards  for  local  government 
electoral  purposes.  The  six  wards  are  each  represented  by

Smallpox  The  Public  Health  (Aircraft)  Reg-ulations  i  952-63  require 
that  a  passenger  coming  into  this  country  from  a  declared  smallpox 
endemic,  or  locr.illy  infected  ejrea,  and  not  in  possession  of  a  valid 
certificate  of  vaccination  against  smallpox  be  kept  under 
surveillance  for  up  to  i4  days.  In  1965  particulri’s  of  three 
such  passengers  were  received  from  the  Port  Medical  Officer, 
Southampton,  and  surveillance  was  carried  out.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Brighton  Corporation  is  the  Water  Undertaker  for  the 
District  and  it  supplies  all  but  4  houses  with  a  direct  supply.  These 
4  houses  are  provided  with  a  supply  from  the  North  West  Sussex  Water 
Board. 


I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Needham  Greenj  B»Sc.,  M.I.C.E.,  Brighton 
Corporation  Waterworks  Engineer  for  the  following  information  about 
the  water  supply  to  the  District  during  1965* 

1.  The  v/ater  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity 
and  quality. 

2.  Bacteriological  examination  of  raw  waters  wore  made  at  weekly 
intervals  in  the  Department’s  Laboratory  except  in  certain  instances 
v/here  bacteriological  pollution  was  present  in  any  raw  water  when 
samples  were  examined  daily.  The  treated  v/aters  at  all  Stations 
have  been  examined  on  a  daily  basis.  The  total  number  of  raw  and 
treated  water  samples  taken  from  the  Pumping  Stations  together  with 
a  summary  of  the  bacteriological  results  obtained  is  given  below.

Colony  counts  at  22°C.  after  three  days  and  37  C.  after  one 
day’s  incubation  were  generally  low  in  number.  Nine  samples  of 
treated  waters  out  of  a  total  of  2,989  examined  showed  the  presence 
of  coliform  organisms.  It  is  felt,  in  view  of  the  presence  of  the 
correct  amount  of  chloramine  in  each  of  these  samples,  that  such 
results  v/ere  due  possibly  to  faulty  sampling  or  examination 
technique. 
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Daily  samples  of  raw  and  treated  waters  v/ere  taken  at  Mile 
Oak  Pumping  Station  from  2^th  June  to  the  30th  December.  As  a  result 
of  pollution  of  the  underground  water  by  animal  refuse  from  Mile  Oak 
Farm  which  had  been  ponded  on  a  field  adjacent  to  the  Pumping  Station 
by  heavy  rainfall  and  also  obtaining  access  underground  from  a 
leaking  sev;er.  Certain  works  carried  out  on  the  steeply  sloping 
roadways  of  the  farm  and  the  excavation  and  subsequent  repair  of  the 
sower  has  prevented  further  pollution  of  this  nature.  Abbreviated 
chemical  examinations  were  carried  out  at  weekly  intervals  throughout 
the  year  on  all  raw  v/aters  and  a  general  chemical  and  mineral 
examination  has  been  made  on  six  samples  of  such  waters. 

It  v;as  decided  in  January  I965?  ^.ue  to  changes  in  the  pattern 
of  pumping,  to  discontinue  the  examination  of  samples  taken  at  district 
taps  and  to  substitute  samples  taken  at  daily  intervals  of  all  treated 
waters.  Therefore,  only  ninety-two  district  tap  samples  have  been 
examined  from  the  1st  -  16th  January.  Prom  that  date  2,981  samples  of 
treated  water  at  the  Pumping  Stations  have  been  examined  and  the 
results  have  shovm  all  waters  to  be  satisfactory. 

Bacteriological  examinations  together  with  chloramine  deter¬ 
minations  have  also  been  made  on  1,010  samples  of  v/ater  from  service 
reservoirs.  Of  this  total  six  samples  shov/ed  the  presence  of  coliform 
organisms,  four  of  which  were  taken  from  Telscombe  Reservoir  in  August 
1965  immediately  prior  to  this  Reservoir  being  taken  out  of  use. 

A  total  number  of  8,462  samples  were  examined  in  the 
Department’s  Laboratory  during  the  year.  Of  these,  2790  samples  were 
submitted  from  the  Worthing  Water  Department. 

3«  Since  all  the  water  is  obtained  from  the  chalk  there  is  little 

likelihood  of  any  plumbo-solvent  action  and  no  evidence  of  such  action 
is  apparent. 

4*  Chlorination  with  post  ammoniation  of  all  raw  waters  is 

practised  continuously  with  the  exception  of  the  Pumping  Stations  at 
Patcham,  Milo  Oak,  Sompting  and  Lewes  Road,  where  super  and 
de-chlorination  is  utilised  before  the  addition  of  ammonia  to  form 
chloramine  in  the  final  treated  water. 

In  the  event  of  any  raw  water  shov;ing  evidence  of  bacterial 
pollution  sampling  is  increased  to  daily  intervals  ond  a  survey  of 
the  catchment  area  is  made  in  an  effort  to  find  the  cause  of  such 
pollution.  In  addition,  if  it  is  considered  necessary,  appropriate 
adjustment  of  gas  dosages  are  made.

The  services  in  connection  with  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
and  with  refuse  collection  and  disposal  are  the  responsibility  of 
the  Surveyor, 

The  sevjage  from  the  Shoreham-by-Sea  Urban  District  either 
gravitates  or  is  pumped  to  a  lai’ge  underground  storage  tanlc  hold¬ 
ing  a  million  gallons  at  the  extreme  end  of  Dolphin  Road,  (eastern 
end).  The  tank  is  connected  by  a  45"  diameter  sev^er  to  the 
Portslade  and  Southwick  Outfall  Sev/age  Board’ s  sea  outfall  Y/hich 
it  joins  in  iilbion  Street,  Southwick,  and  which  extends  under  the 
harbour  and  for  a  distance  out  to  the  sea  from  the  foreshore  of 
approximately  1,000  feet. 

The  tank  is  discharged  twice  every  twenty-four  hours  through 
this  outfall  together  vfith  sewage  from  Southwick,  Portslade,  and 
a  small  pent  of  Hove,  The  discharge  talces  place  dux'ing  a  period 
of  approximately^  t\?o  hours  commencing  one  and  a  half  hours  after 
each  high  'water.  Apart  from  rough  screening  no  treatment  of  the 
sevfage  takes  place. 

A  scheme  for  the  improvement  and  renewal  of  pumping  plant  to 
increase  the  capacity  of  the  existing  system  on  Shoreham  Beach,  to 
meet  the  needs  of  fu'bure  development  in  the  North  Eastern  area  of 
this  locality,  was  stai’ted  in  November  1955  and  is  expected  to  be 
completed  in  a  year. 

Practically  all  the  premises  in  the  Districb  are  on  main 
drainage.  A  number  of  cesspools  do  exist.  The  premises  drained 
by  them  are  mainly  residential  properties  on  Shoreham  Beach,  but  a 
fev;  industrial  premises  also  are  drained  by  cesspools.  The  cess¬ 
pools  are  emptied  by  nieans  of  a  mechanical  cesspool  emptier,  this 
service  being  pro'vided  by  the  Council  on  request. 

The  Council  have,  in  conjunction  v;ith  Southr/ick  Urban  District 
Council,  provided  additional  soakaways  and  gullies  in  Upper  Kingston 
Lane  in  an  effort  to  alleviate  flooding  which  occurs  during  rainfall. 


COLLJjCTION  md  disposal  of  refuse 

There  is  a  -weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  in  the  District. 
It  is  t(iken  for  disposal  to  the  Disposal  Plant  at  Halewick  Lane, 
Soffipting,  which  is  jointly  used  by  the  Northing  Rural  District 
Council,  'the  Shoi-eham-by-3ea  uiban  District  Council,  the  Southivick 
Urban  District  Council  ana  the  Portslade  Urban  District  Council. 
Dustbins  are  provided  and  maintained,  by  the  householder.

rise  to  a  nuisance. 

During  I965  complaints  received  numbered  4?  and  lY 
visits  were  made  in  connection  with  defective  dustbins. 

2  informal  notices  were  served  relating  to  the  provision 
of  new  dustbins  and  in  one  case  it  was  necessary  to  follow  this  with 
a  Statutory  Notice. 

Cleansing  of  Verminous  Premises 

During  the  year  4  houses  comprising  I9  rooms  were  found 
to  be  infested  V7ith  fleas  or  bed-bugs  and  were  disinfested.  7  houses 
were  treated  for  other  insect  infestations. 

Infested  houses  are  treated  with  liquid  insecticides  or 
gammexene  smoke  according  to  circumstances. 

The  houses  and  furniture  of  prospective  tenants  of 
Council  houses  are  examined  where  necessary  for  the  presence  of 
vermin  and  treated  as  above. 

24  other  premises  comprising  90  rooms  were  treated  for 
insects.  The  treatments  carried  out  under  this  heading  were  mainly 
for  cockroaches. 

Insectides  used  were  pybuthrin,  gamnexene  and 
insecticidal  lacquer. 

Woodworm  in  Council  Houses 

The  treatment  of  Council  houses  was  continued  during 
the  year.  Eighteen  pre-war  Council  houses  were  treated  initially 
and  seven  houses  were  given  a  secondary  treatment.  In  addition, 
two  post-war  houses  were  treated. 

Common  Lodging  Houses  There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the 
District. 

Offensive  Trades  The  Public  Health  Act,  1936  schedules  certain 
offensive  trades  and  no  person  shall  establish  any  of  those  trades 
without  the  consent  of  the  Local  Authority.  The  trades  schedules 
are  those  of  blood  boiler,  blood  drier,  bone  boiler,  fat  extractor, 
fat  melter,  fellmongor,  glue  maker,  gut  scraper,  rag  and  bone 
dealer,  size  maker,  soap  boiler,  tallow  melter,  tripe  boiler. 
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There  is  one  Offensive  Trade  business  in  the  District. 

In  addition  to  the  Offensive  Trade  business,  the  process  of 
hydrolysis  of  feathers  is  carried  out  on  the  same  premises.  This 
process  is  registerable  under  the  provisions  of  the  Alkali  Etc, 
Works  Regulations  Act,  I9O6  (as  extended  by  the  Alkali  Etc.  Works 
Orders,  I928-I963)  and  was  newly  registered  under  the  Act  in 
August  1965 •  In  consequence  of  this  registration  the  process  came 
under  the  Alkali  Inspectorate  and  the  District  Inspector  of  Alkali 
etc.  T/orks  visited  the  premises  on  a  number  of  occasions  in  19^5 
and  made  certain  recommendations  to  the  firm  in  co-operation  with 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

During  I965  many  complaints  were  received  of  offensive 
odours  alleged  to  have  emanated  from  the  premises  as  a  result  of 
the  feather  process  and  these  wore  investigated.  It  is  hoped  that 
when  certain  v\rorks  have  been  completed  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Registration  under  the  above  mentioned  Act,  the 
emission  of  smell  will  be  reduced  to  an  absolute  minimum.

Washing  facilities  with  hot  and  cold  water  are  provided  at 
Nos.  1,  2,  5  6.  Wash  hand  basins  with  cold  water  supplies  only 
are  provided  at  Nos.  3  and  4* 
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Public  Sv/imming  Baths  There  are  no  public  s'l/irTiining  baths  in  the 
District,  but  at  the  King’s  Manor  G-irls'  School  there  is  an  open 
air  sv/imming  pool  for  the  use  of  the  schoolchildren.  The  pool  is 
supplied  with  mains  'water.  The  purification  of  the  water  in  the 
pool  is  carried  out  by  a  process  of  filtration  and  chlorination. 

Hairdressers  and  Barbers  Byelaws  made  under  Section  77  of  the 
Riblic  ^ealth  Act  I96I  as  to  hairdressers  and  barbers  are  in 
operation  and  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  securing  cleanliness 
of  the  premises,  of  the  instruments  and  equipment  and  of  the  hair¬ 
dresser's  person  and  clothing. 

There  are  4  men's  hairdressers  and  I3  ladies'  hairdressers 
in  the  District  known  to  the  Department,  Six  inspections  have  been 
made  of  these  premises,  A  number  of  minor  contraventions  'were  found 
and  these  were  remedied  following  informal  action. 

Mortuary  The  Council  provides  a  Public  Mortuary  in  the  District  at 
'which  there  are  facilities  for  post-mortem.  By  arrangement  with  the 
respective  Councils,  bodies  from  the  Southv/ick  Urban  District  and 
from  the  Chanctonbury  Rural  District  are  received  into  the  Mortuary. 

Pigeons  and  other  j^ds  Section  74  of  the  Public  Health  Act 
empowers  a  local  authority  to  deal  v/ith  nuisances  caused,  within  any 
built  -up  area,  by  doves,  pigeons,  starlings  or  sparrows. 

During  the  year  104  pigeons  v/ere  caught  and  destroyed. 


PST  AITIFiALS  ACT  1951 

This  Act  requires  that  no  person  shall  keep  a  pet  shop 
except  under  the  e.uthority  of  a  licence  granted  by  the  local 
authority.  Before  a  licence  is  granted  certain  conditions  must  be 
complied  v:ith. 

The  number  of  licences  in  the  District  is  three,  there 
having  been  no  changes  during  the  year.  No  infringement  of  the  con¬ 
ditions  of  the  licence  v/as  found, 

ANIMiAL  BOjiRDINU  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT  I963 

This  Act  provides  for  a  system  of  licensing  and  inspection 
by  local  authorities  of  any  establishment  at  which  a  business  of 
providing  accommodation  for  cats  or  dogs  is  carried  on. 

No  applications  for  a  licence  has  been  received  in  respect 
of  premises  in  this  District  since  the  Act  came  into  operation.

BAG  FLOCK  AI^  OTHER  FILLIE^t  MATERIALS  ACT  I95I 


This  Act  is  designed  to  secure  the  use  of  ’’clean”  filling 
materials  in  upholstered  and  other  articles  which  are  stuffed  or 
lined.  Under  this  Act  it  is  unlav/ful  in  the  course  of  business 
to  use  filling  materials  to  which  the  Act  applies,  in  any  form  of 
upholstery,  the  stuffing  or  lining  of  toys,  baby  carriages  etc* 
except  on  premises  registered  by  a  local  authority.  It  is  also  an 
offence  to  sell  or  expose  for  sale  on  any  premises  any  article 
containing  filling  material  to  which  the  Act  applies,  which  does 
not  comply  with  standards  of  cleanliness  laid  down. 

One  factory  in  the  District  is  registered  for  the  use  of 
filling  materials. 


CLEAU  AIR  ACT.  1956 

During  the  year  18  complaints  were  received  concerning 
smoke  or  dust  alleged  to  emanate  from  the  chimneys  of  industrial 
premises. 

67'  observations  v/ere  made  in  respect  of  smoke  or  dust 
emissions.  3  informal  notices  were  served  in  respect  thereof  and 
these  were  complied  with. 

57  visits  wore  mads  to  boiler  houses  etc.,  and  advice  was 
necessary  in  the  majority  of  cases.

HOISE  ABATEmr  ACT  I960 

This  Act  makes  provisions  in  respect  of  the  control  of 
noise  and  vibration  with  a  viev/  to  their  abatement. 

13  complaints  alleging  noise  nuisance  and  1  alleging 
vibration  were  received  during  the  year  and  these  were  investigated. 
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The  alleged  sources  of  the  nuisances  from  noise  included  the 
followings 


8  in  respect  of  premises  where  the  processing 
of  road  materials  is  carried  out.  4  were  confirmed  in 
respect  of  one  premises,  and  as  a  result  of  informal 
action  the  plant  was  adjusted  so  as  to  prevent  a 
recurrence  of  the  nuisance.  In  respect  of  another  plant 
the  closing  of  sliding  doors  on  the  top  floor  of  the 
plant  abated  the  nuisance*  The  remaining  3  complaints 
were  not  confirmed. 

2  complaints  concerning  dogs  barking  were  not 
confirmed  and  the  complainants  were  advised  as  to  the 
action  they  could  take. 

A  complaint  concerning  a  grinding  machine  at 
a  timber  works  about  a  mile  av/ay  was  considered  not 
to  be  a  nuisance,  but  informal  action  resulted  in 
better  sound  proofing  of  the  machine. 

A  complaint  concerning  panel  beating  in  a 
motor  repair  works  was  not  confirmed; 

A  complaint  concerning  compressors  to 
refrigeration  equipment  was  still  being  dealt  with 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  complaint  concerning  vibration  from  a  near¬ 
by  works  was  found  on  investigation  to  be  caused  by 
a  road  drill. 


CONSIJIER  PROTECTION  ACT  1961 

This  Act  prohibits  the  sale  or  letting  of  heating 
appliances  which  are  not  fitted  with  such  fireguards  as  are 
prescribed  by  the  Heating  Appliances  (Fireguards)  Regulations 
1953>  and  the  sale  of  oil  heaters  w^hich  do  not  comply  with  the 
Oil  Heaters  Regulations  I962. 

During  the  year  visits  were  made  to  11  premises  where 
such  heaters  are  sold  and  48  such  appliances  were  examined,  45 
of  which  complied  with  the  Regulations.  Three  appliances  - 
an  electric  wall  fire,  an  electric  fire  with  imitation  coal  fire 
and  a  gas  fire  respectively  did  not  comply.  This  matter  v^as 
in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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SCHAP  J.ILTAL  DEixLLRS  ACT  ,964 


This  Act  u’hich  came  into  operation  on  the  i  st.  April  1965 
requires  that  every  local  authority  shall  maintain  a  register  of 
persons  carrying  on  business  in  their  area  as  scrap  metal  dealers; 
and  that  from  the  st.  July  1965,  no  person  shall  carry  on 
business  as  a  scrap  metal  dealer  in  :he  area  of  ii  local  authority 
unless  the  appropriate  particulars  relating  to  him  are  for  tAe  time 
being  entered  in  the  register  maintieined  b;  the  authority.  The 
Act  also  provides  that  such  dealers  shall  keep  a  record  of  all 
scrap  metal  received  and  all  scrap  metal  processed  or  despatched 
from  each  place  occupied  as  a  scrap  metal  store.  Itinerant 
collectors  may  be  exempted  by  the  local  authority  from  keeping 
this  record. 


in  1965>  seventeen  scrap  metal  detAers  \.ere  registered  under 
the  Act  and  certificates  of  exemption  ^;ere  granted  to  six  itinerant 
collectors  of  scrap  metal.

There  is  fAso  a  rotating  display  in  the  form  of  a  lamp 
standard  vAth  a  revolving  shade  holder  on  rhiich  is  placed  a 
shade  berning  health  messages.  The  topic  for  display  is  changed 
at  intervals.  At  times  posters  are  displayed  on  the  Council's 
notice  boards  in  the  tom.

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POOD  COMPLAIM'S 


During  I965  nineteen  complaints  were  received  from 
residents  who  felt  they  had  been  sold  food  which  was  unfit  for 
human  consumption.  A  full  investigation  was  made  of  all  these 
complaints  and  the  vendors  of  the  food  in  question  were 
infomed  and  invited  to  submit  explanations. 

In  6  cases  legal  proceedings  were  instituted.  In  4  of 
the  cases  the  proceedings  were  taken  in  1965«  In  the  other  2 
cases  the  proceedings  had  not  been  taken  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  3  cases  the  complaints  could  not  be  substantiated  and 
no  action  was  taken. 

3  complaints  were  dealt  v/ith  by  means  of  a  warning  to 
the  vendors. 

In  the  remaining  7  cases  no  action  was  taken  due  to  lack 
of  sufficient  evidence  or  for  other  reasons. 


Powers  to  deal  with  food  complaints  are  provided  in  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  under  Section  2  and  Section  8. 

Section  2  provides  that 

Any  person  selling  to  the  prejudice  of  the 
purchaser  any  food  or  drug  which  is  not  of  the 
nature,  or  not  of  the  substance,  or  not  of  the 
quality,  of  the  food  or  drug  demanded  by  the 
purchaser  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence. 

Section  8  provides  that,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  section,  any  person  who 

a)  sells,  or  offers  or  exposes  for  sale,  or  has 
in  his  possession  for  the  purpose  of  sale 

or  of  preparation  for  sale,  or 

b)  deposits  with,  or  consigns  to,  any  person  for 
the  purpose  of  sale  or  of  preparation  for 
sale, 

any  food  intended  for,  but  unfit  for,  human  consumption  shall 
be  guilty  of  an  offence. 
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Below  are  particulars  of  the  cases  in  which  the  Council 
instituted  legal  proceedings,  including  one  instituted  in  19^4 >

it  and  remove  it  in  order  to  have  it  dealt  with  by  a  justice  of 
the  peace. 

No  formal  action  was  necessar^r  under  this  Section,  but  requests 
were  received  from  tradespeople  for  examination  of  suspected  food.

'The  failed  tests  r'ere  repoi'ted  to  the  Divisional  Milk  Officer, 
Ministry  of  Agiiculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  rkich  is  the  authority 
responsible  for  the  issuing  cf  licences  for  this  milk. 
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BiQlo.^ical  Examination  of  Millc. Samples  of  Untreated  (farm  bottled) 
milk  are  sent  at  intervals  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
biological  examination  for  the  presence  of  the  tubercle  bacillus 
and  the  brucella  organism. 

In  the  reports  on  23  samples  sent  for  examination 

were  received.  The  repoorts  on  20  samples  were  sa^tisfactory.  The 
reports  on  tv/o  of  the  other  samples  were,  that  brucella  abortus 
type  2  had  been  isolated.  These  two  sajnples  were  from  the  same 
farm  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  District  in  which 
the  farm  v/as  situated  v;as  notified.  The  report  on  the  remaining 
sample  v/as  that  the  Brucella  Ring  Test  had  been  positive  but  the 
organism  had  not  been  isolated. 

The  reports  on  e.U  the  samples  vrere  satisfactory  as  regard 
the  tubercle  bacillus. 


Food  Hygiene

With  regard  to  (i)  above  the  categories  of  food  trades 
are  listed  on  page  25.

(ii)  and  (iv)  No  premises  in  the  District  are  exempted 
from  these  Regulations. 

The  standa.rd  of  compliance  varies.  With  regard  to  Regulation 
1 6,  a  considerable  number  of  wash  hand  basins  are  situated  at  a 
distance  from  the  food  room  and  frequently  in  association  with 
the  sanitary  accommodation,  bathroom,  water  closet  etc,  v/hich  may 
also  be  on  another  floor;  in  other  cases  a  bov;l  in  the  sink  is  used. 
Only  in  a  minority  of  cases  is  a  fixed  wash  hand  basin  in  the 
food  room;  when  it  is  situated  in  the  food  room  it  may  be  placed 
close  to  the  sink  so  that  the  arm  of  the  heater  can  serve  both.

In  relation  to  housing,  local  authorities  have  duties  under 
the  Public  Health  Acts  1936  and  1 9^1  and  the  Housing  Acts, 

Under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936  the  main  action  taken  is  in 
respect  of  Nuisances  -  their  discovery  and  abatement.  These  are 
dealt  T/ith  ear-lier  in  this  report. 

Other  aspects  cf  housing  are  dealt  with  under  the  Housing 
Act  1957  and  other  relevant  acts  -  the  House  Poi’chase  and  Housing 
Act  1959,  the  Housing  Act  1  96l ,  the  Housing  Act  1964  and  others. 

The  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act  1959  introduced  a  new  system  of 
grants  knoY/n  as  Standard  Grants  and  the  Housing  Act  1 96l  ushered 
in  a  nevi'  system  of  housing  subsidies,  and  gave  extensive  ne^r  powers 
to  local  authorities  to  enable  them  to  deal  with  bad  living  conditions 
in  houses  let  in  lodgings  or  occupied  by  members  of  more  than  one 
family.  The  Housing  Act  1964  received  the  Royal  Assent  on  the  1  6th 
July,  1964.  Part  I  came  into  operation  on  the  1 6th  July,  1964,  and 
Parts  III  and  IV  on  the  1  6th  August,  1964*  This  Act  provides  for 
the  development  of  housing  societies  through  the  establishment  of 
a  nev/  body  -  the  Housing  Corporation,  It  also  confers  new  compulsory 
powers  on  local  authorities  to  secure  improvement  of  houses,  amends 
the  improvement  grant  system  and  enlarges  the  powers  of  local 
authorities  to  remedy  conditions  in  multi-occupied  houses. 

Below  is  set  out  certain  of  the  provisions  of  these  Acts  and 
particulars  of  work  carried  out  by  the  department  during  1965*

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HOUSING  (FINANCIAL  PROVISIOHS)  ACT,  1958 


Under  this  Act  grants  can  be  made  by  local  councils  to  help 
owners  to  improve  houses  to  a  good  standard  or  to  convert  them 
into  flats.  These  grants  are  knov/n  as  Discretionary  Grants. 

3  applications  were  received  for  Discretionary  Grants  in  1965; 
one  was  refused  and  tv/o  were  awaiting  a  decision  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  application  for  a  Discretionary  Grant  deferred  from 

1  963  was  approved. 

HOUSE  PUHCHilSE  &  HOUSING  ACT  1  959 
as  amended  by  HOUSING  ACT  1 961  &  HOUSING  ACT  j  964 

This  Act  requires  local  authorities  to  make  grants  for  the 
standard  amenities  -  fixed  bath,  wash  hand  basin,  water  closet, 
hot  water  supply  and  a  food  store. 

There  were  20  applica.tions  for  these  grants  in  1965*  In  1  9 
cases  the  applications  were  granted.  The  other  application  was 
still  under  consideration  at  end  of  the  year.  One  application 
deferred  from  1  964  v/as  refused* 

HOUSING  ACT  1964,  P/hiT  II  -  Compulsory  improvement  of  dwellings 

This  Act  confers  new  compulsory  powers  on  local  authorities 
to  secure  improvement  of  houses.  A  survey  of  houses  likely  to  be 
suitable  for  improvement  was  completed  during  the  year. 

There  Y/ere  189  houses  in  the  seirvey;  i  21  v/ere  ovner-occupied 
and  68  tenanted.  Of  these  tenanted  houses  63  required  some  or  all 
of  the  standard  ojaenities  and  could  be  brought  up  to  the  full 
standard.  Hov/ever,  more  than  a  third  of  the  owners  or  tenants  were 
not  able  or  Y/illing  to  take  advantage  of  the  standard  grant  scheme. 

The  Council  decided  that  the  question  of  declaration  of  improve 
rnent  areas  be  deferred  for  the  time  being  and  that  publicity  be 
given  to  the  scheme  for  improvement  grants.

FACTORIES  SliOPS  AND  OFFICES 


FACTORIES  ACT ,1961 

District  Councils  have  certain  responsibilities  in 
connection  with  general  health  and  welfare  provisions  in  factories. 
These  differ  according  to  whether  the  factory  is  a  power  factory  or 
a  non-power  factory,  i.e.  whether  mechanical  power  is  or  is  not  used. 

In  the  case  of  non-power  factories,  the  duties  are 
concerned  with  the  provisions  relating  to  cleanliness,  overcrowding, 
temperature,  ventilation,  drainage  of  floors,  sanitary  conveniences. 

In  power  factories  the  only  duty  of  the  District  Council 
relates  to  sanitary  conveniences,  the  other  health  provisions  being 
the  responsibility  of  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories,  who  is  also 
responsible  in  both  types  of  factories  for  the  requirements  relating 
to  provision  and  maintenance  of  suitable  and  sufficient  lighting. 

District  Councils  are  also  responsible  for  enforcing  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  Outwork. 

Outwork.  The  law  in  relation  to  outw^orkers  is  in  Sections  133  and 

134  (Fart  VIII )  of  the  Factories  Act. 

The  classes  of  outwork  to  which  the  provisions  of  the 
sections  apply  are  specified  by  Regulations  made  by  the  Minister  of 
Labour. 


Section  133  of  the  Factories  Act  requires  the  occupier  of 
every  factory  and  every  contractor  employed  by  any  such  occupier  in 
the  business  of  the  factory,  to  keep  in  prescribed  form  and  manner 
lists  shov/ing  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  employed  by 
them  as  outworkers. 

A  copy  of  the  list  is  required  to  be  sent  to  the  Council 
of  the  District  in  which  the  factory  is  situated  and  if  the  place  of 
employment  of  the  outv/orker  is  outside  the  district  in  which  the 
factory  is  situated  the  Council  of  that  District  is  required  to 
forward  the  name  and  address  of  any  outworker  to  the  appropriate 
District  Council. 

Section  134  of  the  Act  applies  to  the  employment  of 
persons  in  unwholesome  premises. 
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Below  is  a  list  of  the  factories  registered  in  the 
District  and  on  the  following  pages  are  tables  showing  the 
prescribed  particulars  which  are  required  by  Section  153  (l) 
of  the  Factories  Act,  I96I  to  be  furnished  by  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  in  their  Annual  Reports  with  respect  to 
matters  under  Parts  I  and  VIII  of  that  Act  which  are 
administered  by  the  District  Council.
